Macon, June 24.—[Special.]—A letter, ac- 


a companied by drawings and designs of the 


_ proposed government building in Macon, have 
been forwarded to Judge Speer, and the bar of 
the Macon eircuit examined and approved

The bar of Macon requested the judge to 
exert’ his influence in the matter. Judge 
Bpeer, as usual, very promptly wrote to the 
supervising architect, and thus secured the 
immediate attention of those in authority. 

The plan shows the entrance on the corner 

of Third and Mulberry streets to the rooms up 
stairs. On Third street will be located the 
main entrance to the postoflice, which will oc- 
cupy the entire first floor. Fronting on Third 
street, second floor, will be the marshal’s, 
clerk’s and district attorney’s offices. A cor- 
ridor will separate these from the judge’s 
room on the Mulberry street side, and the 
witness’ room on the opposite cide of the court- 
room, which will be 43x44 feet in size, and will] 
occupy the principal part of the second floor. 
-The entire building will be 80x95 feet in 
dimensions, The jury, toilet and closets will 
take up all the room in the attic. Following 
is a-copy of the letter accompanying the plans: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE SUPEE- 
VISING ARCHITECT, June 21, 1556.—The Hon. Emory 
Speer, United States Judge, Macon, Ga.—Sir: I am 

“hr Pecetpt, by reference from the honorable secre- 
tary of the treasury, of your letter of the 14th inst., 
inclosing resolutions of the barof the United States 
courts holding seasion in Macon, and urgiog the 
completion at the earliest possible time of the new 
courthouse in that city. 

In response thereto, it me tosay that assoon 
as it was possible forthis office to take up the 
plans for that building, designs were prepared, the 
Chae gene sketches having been somewhat de- 

yed, pending a decisionjas to whether two court- 
roors or One should be provided, and as the ap- 
propriation was manifesily inadequate for the 
erection of a building with two court rooms, it was 
decided to build one room of suitable size and to 
go on at once. 

As soon as this decision was reached 
Jans were prepared and approved. Of these plans 
enelose tracings for your inspection. 

Under these plans the working drawings were at 
once begun, and work has been commenced upon 
the excavations, which by superintendent’s re- 

8 will be completed at an early day. The 
ndation pian is ready and the drawings for the 
superstructure arein a favorable state and itis not 
anticipated that anything will occur to delay the 
rogress of the building to an early completion. 
b our own andj the citizens’ of Macon anxiety is 
appreciated, and you are assured tnat no efforts 
= » be spared to push this work as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

Referring again to the plans of the building sent 
herewith, you will not find in them all the ac- 
ecommodations spoken of by you in your letter. 
The limit of cost ofthe building fixed by act of 
congress bas determined the size ofthe building 
and the plans have been made with the intention 
of utilizing in the best manner the space therein. 

Originally it was intended to use a suite of three 
rooms in the first story for the court officers, but 
the toflice declined to approve the designs un- 
til these offices were assigned to the postal service 
and the court room’s accommodation was therefore 
reduced that inuch.

United.States Court. 


MACON, June 24.— [Special.]|—In the United 
States court today, a very important case was 
tried. it was the case of Thomas L. Frasier 
vs W. H. Moore & Co., for the recovery of five 
bundred dollars in notes. It seems that Moore 
& Co., gave the note to Brice, who before ma- 
turity, deposited it with Swift & Co. as col- 
lateral security, and tuey advanced money on 
the note. Swift & Co., then sold the note to 
Thomas L. Frazier, and the latter sued for the 
recovery of the amount ofthe note. The de- 
fendant plead that the note given was oniy an 
accommodation note, without consideration; 
and that Frazier bought the note from Swift 
&Co. after maturity. The court dismissed 
the plea on demurrer on the ground that Fra- 
zier stood in the place of Swift & Co., 
and that the latter became posses- 
rors of the note before maturity. 
Defendant filed a petition setting up the plea 
that Frazier had no title to the note, because 
Swift < Co. held it asa pawn, and notice re- 
quired under the laws of Georgia had not been 
given Brice, as was necessary before a sale 
eculd be made, andthat the note had been 
settied by Swift & Co. Judge Speer sus- 
tained the demurrer on the last plea, that 
Frazier stood in the shoes of Swift & Co. If 
Swift & Co. had sold after maturity, Moore & 
Co, could not bave set up such defense, The 
verdict was as instructed by the court—five 
hundred dollars for plaintiff. 

A case of a similar nature of Frazier vs. 
Butler, was decided in a like manner. 

The ease of Travis, Sneed & Co. vs. Burnett 
& Ingraham, has been called, and is now pend- 
ing trial. 7

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AN INTERESTING CASE 


In Chatham Superior Court—The Lease of 
Rice Plantations. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Jane 24,—[Special.J—A 
very interesting case, involving nearly fifty 
thousand dollars, is now on trial in the superi- 
or court and will probably last several days. 
Wm. T. Carmichael, a prominent rice planter, 
ia the plaintiff and D. G. Parse and J, C,|Row- 
land, defendants. | 

Abouta year ago the defendants bought 
from the plaintiff two rice plantationson the 
Savannah river, Deptford and Coustons, for 
$47,500, giving a mortgage to secure a portion. 
They then‘leased said plantations to the plain- 
tiff on condition they be delivered at the ex- 
piration ofthe lease in same good condition 
they were when the lease was made. The 
plaintiff now sues for a foreclosure of mort- 
gage on the ground that $11,000 with interest 
is overdue. The defendants acknowledge the 
correctness Of the amount but putin a. coun- 
ter claim of $11,000 which they assert will be 
required to place the plantations in the same 
condition as when leased. The case excites 
unusual interest among rice planters and the 
court reom is crowded all day. The case will 
probably not be concluded before Saturday,

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Dots From Dalton. 

DALTON, Ga., June 24,—[Special.]—The 
rainfall in this section has been general and 
protracted.

COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES AT 
SEVERAL INSTITUTIONS. 


Bev.J B. Hawthorne Delivers the Commencem2n* 


Address at Emory-—Dalton Female College— 
Exercises at Thomasville—fouthern Fe- 
male College—Notes of the Day, 


OxForD, Ga., June 24,—-(Special.]--To sim- 
p'y say that the large and cultured audience 
at commencement yesterday afternoon was 
interested and entertained by the literary ad- 
dress of Rev. J. B. Hawthorne, D. D, would 
feebly express the enraptured attention paid 
the distinguished gentleman, and the enthu- 
siasm awakened by his eloquent oration. 
Some who have heard him on many occasions 
say that his effort on yesterday was the grand- 
est of his life. From the beginning to the 
close of hisaddress he held the attention of 
his audience well nigh spell-bound, His 
theme was ‘‘The Great Men of the South.” 

Dr. Hawthorne spoke of the duty of com- 
memorating in brass and marble the virtues 
and heroic decds of good and great men. 
Monuments should be erected in their mem- 
ory, not only as a debt of justice to them, but 
to keep alive pure and patriotic sentiments in 
ourselyes, and to serve as an inSpiration to 
posterity. The speaker paid a glowing trib- 
ute to southern soldiers, southern statesmen 
and southern teachers and reformers, The 
people of the south honor the great and good 
men of the noria, but wedo cherish with our 
fondest affection, and bestow our highest hon- 
ors upon the-memeries of our best and great- 
est sons. Nor is this treason. We of the 
south have not and will never 
yield our rights to honor southern soldiers. 
We are not to be denied the right to honor our 
fathers, brothers and sons. True men of the 
north make no demand that we do not honor 
Lee, and Jackson, and Breckenridge, and Gor- 
don—illustrious men of the southern canse. 
Only those who were “invisible in war and 
invincible in peace’ do this, 

A nation without sentiment is a nation with- 
out power and without purpose. Monuments 
awaken sentiment. Monuments of great men 
should be more numerous south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line than anywhere. Thomas Jeffer- 
sen, George Washington, Patrick Henry, 
Henry Clay, John C, Calhoun, Alexander 
H, Stephens, Benjamin H. Hill, Wil- 
liam Lowndes Yancey, Raphael Semmes, 
Judge A. B. Longstreet, Bishop George F. 
Pierce, Dr. J. H. Thornwell, Dr. Richard 
Fuller and Robert E. Lee are all sons of the 
south. 

The speaker recounted events in the life of 
each of the above and presented the, inspira- 
tions of their lives. In most beautiful lan- 
guage did he portray the death-bed scene of 
Robert E. Lee. A fitting reference was made 
to Jefferson Davis. Frequent and hearty ap- 
plause was accorded the speaker in the progress 
of his address, after closing which with a flight 
of superb eloquence, the applause was loud and 
continued. Scores extended their congratula- 
tions by coming forward to shake hands with 
the distinguished o1ator after the audience was 
dismissed,

Decisions on Several Important 
C titution of the General Conm- 
mittee for 1886—The Next Convention to 

Meet in Atlanta in April, 1987. 


The annual convention of car accountants 
has just closed at Buffalo, New York. The 
sessions were important and interesting, that 
of the last day, Wednesday, being especially 
80. An outline of the proceedings of that ses- 
tion, compiled from the Buffalo Courier, of the 
17th instant, is appended for the benefit of the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION. 

The first question discussed was: 

“How should foreign mileage be reported?’ 
After a long and interesting debate, during 
which as many ideas were expressed as there 
were debaters, the subject was relegated to the 
chairman’s table for future action. 

The next question was, “Should individual 
mileage reports be made monthly?” It was 
decided that the time had come when correct 
reports should be made, and it was decided 
tnat a committee of three should be appointed 
to take the matter in hand. 

Next came the question, “Should there not 
be a uniform mileage rate on passenger, bag- 
gage, express and postal cars# The different 
existing rates were mentioned, from which it 
was apparent that reform was desirable, On 
motion President Wilder appointed as a com- 
mittee to report on the subject, H. W. 

Pratt, of the St. Louis, Keokuk 
ard Northwestern; T. J. Hoyle. . of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, and 
H. C. Johnson, of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie. 
They reported the following schedule, which 
was adopted by a vete of 33 to 13; Coaches and 


combination cars, three cents per mile; postal 


cars, two cents, and baggage and express cars, 
one cent. 

At the afternoon session the president 
named as a committee on ‘individual mileage 
reports C. J, Fellows, of the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis; E. C. Spald- 
ing, of the Western and Atlantic, and D. W. 
Moore, of the Grand Rapids and Indiana. 
They were instructed to report at the next 
meeting on the desirability of a plan for the 
mutual interchange of records of the daily 
movement of cars. 

The sixth question read: “Why should not 
‘boarded’ cars, with the signatures of officers 
of railroads, be handled promptly and in ac- 
cordance with the iustructions on these 
beards’” It wasdecided that there was no 
reason why they should not be so handled, and 
a resolution to that effect was adopted. 

_D. W. Mooar, of the Grand Rapids and Ia- 
diana, read a paper on the question, “Are 
junction reports, with the present junction 
cards, asadopted by the Car Accountants’ 
association, giving as much information as 
they should, or sbould the form be changed 
£0 as to include the point of delivery and the 
mark opposite loaded cars?’ He took the 
ground that the association had not in its 
meetings given the subject due attention. 

On motion of H. G. Sleizht, of the Vandalia 
line, an extra column was ordered added to 
the junction cards to show by means of a mark 
whether the car was loaded or empty. 

It was decided to be advisable on all general 
tracers from the home company to direct con- 
nections to show at what point or points deliv- 
eries were made. 

The ninth question, which was regarded as 
of great importance, wasas follows: “With 
whom does the responsibility for cars rest— 
with the road receiving such property from 
the home company, or does it not shift beyond 
to reads’ junction cards locate car on? Is it 
not the duty of owners to trace and look to 
such latter road for return, irrespective of 
what road originally delivered to, or that car 
may have passed over?” Afteran exhaustive 
debate, the following resolution, introduced by 
E. M. Horton, of the Illinois Central, was 
ac opted: 

Resolved, 
that roads on which the car is located is 
ble forits return, andis the line to which 
tracer Should be sent. 

EK. C. Spaulding, of the Western and Atlan- 
tic, read at this juncture a very interesting 
paper on the life of freight cars. The life of 
an ordinary freight car he placed at thirteen 
and a balf years. For the first five years it 
was a good investment, but for the second five 
the repairs generally absorbed the income. 
With these facts in view he did not consider 
three-quarters of a cent an excessive mileage. 

he tenth question was: ‘Should mileage 
be paid on individual cars, tank line and pri- 
vate horse cars?’ It was decided in such 
cases to be proper for the accountant to cou- 
sult with the proper freight official of his road 
whether they pay mileage or not, and act ac- 
corcingly. 

On a motion that the report of the commit- 
tee on the distribution of cars, left over from 
Tuesday, be beard, the chairman, D. M. Maro- 
ney, oi the Baitimore and Ohio, stated that he 
had prepared a paperon the subject but had 
left it unfortunateiy in Baltimore. He prom- 
ised to send the paper to be printed in the 
ollicial proceedings. 

On motion of F. J. Hoyle, of the East Ten: 
nesssee, Virginia and Ceorgia, the meeting 
prc ceeded to elect a committee of five to visit 
the general managers at their annual time 
convention to be held in New York in October, 
and recommended that action be taken on the 
switched car, uniform mileage for pas3enger 
equipment and other pressing and important 
questions. The gentiemen elected were: 
J.A. Keesbury, of the Pennsylvania; F. J. 
Hoyle. of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia; E. C. Spaulding, of the Western and 
Atlantic; W. A. Moody, of the Richmond and 
Danville; J.C. Hunt, of the Grand Trunk; 
and C. P. Chesebro, of the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific. 

The association elected as honorary mem- 
bers: O. E. Tiffany, lost car agent of the Lack- 
awanna, and Joseph M. Brown, general freight 
agent of the Western and Atlantic. The fol- 
lowing were given the rights of active mem- 
bers, without the payment of dues: A. W. 
Davies, of Cleveland; L. P. Lechrist, of the 
Railway Equipment and Mileage Guide; F. 
Kilby, car accountant of the Georgia railway, 
and E. J. Halsted, lost car agent of the Chicago 
aud Alton. Two were given the privilege of 
the floor without vote. They were Major 
Hotchkiss, traveling agent of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, and Alonzo Blakslee. 

President Wilder announced the following 
gr mene committees ror the ensuing year:

[The Change of Gauge. 
Treating about the recentchange of gauge 
the Memphis Appealsays: The total cost of 
change of gauge on the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad was $231,239. This would make the total 
average cost tothe Louisville and Nashville for 
changing gauge of engines, cars and track for 
2,159 miles of lines about $107 per mile. If this is 
a fair average for all the roads, it would show the 
net cost of the change of gauge on the 12,618 miles 
of lines to be $1,350,126, While thisis alarge sum 
of money, it is small in comparison with the bene- 
fiis which will result from the expenditure. This 
amount would bnild and equip only fifty-four 
mniles of new road, at an ——- cost of $25,000 
per mile, and yet many times this sum has been 
squandered in building llel roads which the 
country did not need, and whose construction re- 
sulted in permanent loss to existing roads. The 
establishment of a practically uniform gauge 
throughout the country will be worth many mil- 
lions, particular to the south, and will be paid fur 
in a Comparatively short time.

They Close Their Meetings at Indianapotis— 
1,000 Converts—A Grand Revival. 
From the Indianapolis Journal. 

The last service of the Georgia evangelists 
brought ancther great crowd of: people to the city 
hall yesterday morning.

worn, man, feeble in body, bu:, as he began t 
speak, his soul triumphed over hiscorporea' frailty, 
aud he spoke with a clearness and force that as- 
iolished and captivated his hearers. 

After his sermon, Mr. Jones said that au: 
these meetings he had not had much to say 
the collections, but he wanted to say someth! 
about one collection now, For five years he had 
been carrying the orphans of ‘(:corgia on his 
shoulders, soto speak, and if he had been at home 
last Sunday he could have raised several hundred 
Gollars for them.

Mr. McConnell said he regretted exceedingly 
that this morning’s service was the close of the 
mcetings of Mr. Jones and Mr. Small. As tothe 
results of thests meetings the temperance cause 
has been advanced.

Courage on the Battle Field. 

LaGRancE, Ga. June 24, 1886.—Editers 
Constitution: I notice an article in the Augusta 
Chronicle of recent date, copied from the Macon 
Telegraph and signed by E. W. Butler, in which 
the writer claimed to report a conversation with 
Captain J. T. Wingfield, of Washington, Ga., w0 
spoke in the most eulogistic terms of the courage 
of Major Bacon on the battle field while acting 
adjuiantof the Ninth Georgia ent. 

Disclaiming any intention whatever of trying to 
detract from the merits of any man in apy sphere, 
and admitting that Major Bacon may be brave and 
all, even more than his triends claim for him, I 
iim ata lossto know where and when Captain 
Wingfield had an opportunity of witnessing this 
courage, certainly not on the battle field. 

The “first Manassas’’ was the only battle fought 
by that part of the army to which the Ninth be- 
longed while Captain Wingfield’s company (com- 
pany A) was attached to this regiment, and the 
regiment was not in that battle. 

You may remember as well as myself; and his- 
lory s0 records the facts, that a portion of John- 
ston’s army did not rcach “first Manassas’’ from 
the valley in time to take part in that 
great battie. The Ninth Georgia was with that 
partofthe army, hence, could not have taken 
part. During the ensuing winter Captain Wing- 
feld’s company, at its own request, was transferred 
from infantry to the artillery service. This oc- 
curred, Ithink, in December, 1861.

The Texas newspapers are much exercised 
about the sins of Atlanta.

Harralson, of the firm of Harralson Brothers 
& Co., “Atlanta is not only the third largest 
snuff market in the United States, but it is the 
third largest in the world. Why, my firm 
sells to three merchants in a single town in 
Georgia, West Point, sixty thousand pounds 
of snuffeach every sixty days. The sales of 
my firm ina year amounts to an astonishing- 
ly large number of pounds.’ 

“In what states have you the largest trade’”’ 

‘‘In Georgia and Alabama. 

ALABAMA IS GREAT ON SNUFF 
and Geergia is not far behind. Tennessee is 
also a greatsnuff state; so is North Carolina, 
In South Carolinathe sales of snuff are less 
than inany other state in the union. People 
over there don’t seem to care for tobacco in 
that form.”
